trouble. 
All the fermentations of milk, 


even the common souring, are due to the 
contamination of milk with something 
from the exterior after It is drawn from 
IBe cow. 
To prevent these fermentations 


all that is necussary ty to treat it In such a 
way that it will not be contaminated. 
Simple aa thu. Is in theory, it Is found to 
be very dlfflcn t in practice, and no prac- 
tical method has yet been devised tor 
keeping these ferments out of the rallk. 
We. therefore, most consider the best 
methods of reducing the number and 
keeping their growth slow, which are. ab- 
solute cleanliness and low temperature. 


Tbe great source of these organisms is 


In the uncles, i vessels In which milk is 
handled and la the filth which surrounds 
tbe cow. 
By scrupulous cleanliness in 


the barn and dairy, the number of or- 
ganisms which get into tbe milk, will be 
comparatively small. Of equal vafue is 
the use of low temperatures, which should 
be applied Immediately af(er the ttiilk Is 
drawn., Tbe temperature at which milk 
Is drawn, is jLstabonjt right tor the en- 
trance and rapid Increase of bacteria, and 
in summer tlroe mllkijools especially slow 
and never below the', temperature of the 
surrounding air 
If< however, the milk 


is cooled as toon as drawn, the increslse 
of these bacteria is kept in check and 
will not begin again except slowly, imfll 
the milk Is warmed 
Cool milk will, 


therefore, keep several hours l*nger than 
Out not cooled. 
' 


All tbe abnormal fermenutloaa *f milk, 


such as blue, red, slimy, taia>tea milk, 
etc., are due lo the growth of organisms 
In the milk, a nd all of these are prevent- 
able by care. 
If a dairy Is constantly 


troubled with slimy, milk, or any other 
abnormal troabie, a bause Is sure to be 
found in i<tm$ unusuail contamination of 
milk, and the remedy must be extra, clean- 
liness. It is seldom caused by food or 
water, but the trouble Is usually apart 
from the cow—either in the barn or dairy. 
Sometimes the trouble comes frond one 
cow, 


Certain bad normal odors and taints In 


milk may be produced directly by the 
food eafen by the uow. Garlic or turnips 
will flavor the milk, and various other 
foods may afect the taste, but this class 
of taints may be readily distinguished 
from those due to bacterial growth. The 
odors and taints due to the direct Influ- 
ence of the food are at their highest as 
soon as the nUk Is d'awn, never increas- 
ing after war J. But the taints due to 
bacterial growth do not appear at all In 
fresh milk, beginning to be noticeable 
only after tbe bacteria have had a chance 
to grow. If trouble with taste- of the milk 
is noticed Immediately after It is drawn, 
the cause may be looked for in tbe food. 
If It does not appear it will some time 
afterward, then grows rapidly wdr«e;it 
may be remec led by greater care in the 
management bf the dairy or bain.
